: THE BANK. 


: Mr, W. Martson Aeres, lecturing 
before the London Soclety,.at the 
hall of the Royal Society of Arts, 
John ‘Street, W.C,, told how the 
‘Bank of England once experienced 
a “run” and how various subter- 
fuges were devised to meet, the 
se He wag for thirty years 
an. official of the Bank, and he is 
now engaged on resenrch work 
among [1s records and archives, 
| After the bursting «of 
noborious South Sea Bubble in the 
early part of the elghtcenth cen- 
tury, sid Mr. ‘Acres, a crisis de- 
veloped, .and.the Bank had con- 
‘alderable difficulty” in maintaining 
its credit. A numberof ruses were 
1 resorted to In order “to gain time 
for friends to rally to ila support. 
One expedient was to pay de- 
mands for cash in shillings and six- 
depenees. Another was for” the 
eashiers “to pay Iarge sums to cere 
tain friendly individuals who, by. 
previous arrangement, went out nt 
one door with their bags of money 
and returned shortly afterwards hy 
anvther entrance to pay it all. in 
ayrain. ; , as ‘ 
The process of counting the small 
voin when it was pald oat and again 
when it was. returned took 
siderable. time and held off genuine 
would-be withdrawals. By, such 
means the Bank's store of coin was 
mustard until the crisis huvd pas 
ed. i 
“The Ok, Lady.” 
» The night military guard at the 
Bank dated from the time of the 
Gordon Tiets in 1750, At first 
the City Corporation raised strong 
objection to what ft deemed an 
interference with its control of the 
City and the citizens generally 
complained bitterly of the arrogant 
behaviour of the soldiers, whe 
marched two ‘ahreast along the 
Strand, Fleet Street ‘und Cheap- 
side, jortiing and pushing people 
out of their way, 
Various’ attempts had 
made‘to aecount for the Bank's 
nickname, “The Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street.” Ne 
thought it originated from a car- 
toon of that title, drawn by James 
Gillray in 1797. It. depicted 
William *PHt “endeavouring 
obtain possesion. of the Bank's 
gold, 
Gillray

With the dispersal of a crowd 
of over 200 Chinese following a 
demonstration in the Pootoo Road 
District yesterday morning, and 
the arrest of ten of the most 
prominent of the agitators, a 
threatened procession through tha 
Settlement waa averted by the 
police of Pooton Road . station.

Pamphlets were distributed at 
this point and the | small band 
moved to a piece of vacant Jand 
nearby, Speeches were made and 
more pamphlets distrijuted, thou- 
sands of these being alrewn about 
the ground, In a short time, a 
crowd of over 200 people had 
gathered und was being added to 
every moment. Everything 
ready for the threatened proces- 
sion into the Central District 
when the police ‘arrived. 


Immediately upon the appear. 
ance of several officers in the 
familiar uniform of. the Municipal 
Police, the crowd began to thin. 
Pamphlets were thrown in. all 
directions and_thos¢ carrying -the 
banners cast them aside in, an 
effort to make thelr escape. Others. 
however, stoqd their ground and 
defied the, police, claiming that 
_were doing no’ wrong. 

Evidence to ‘the contrary was 
found in their possession in the 
form of bundles of pamphlets of a 
communist nature, Nine-men and 
oné woman, were arrested and 
taken to the Pootoo Road station 
whilst the police stood around to 
prevent a repetition of the offence. 


Distributors Arrested. 


Some little time : later, two 
Chinese were caught in the act of 
Qstributing similar pamphlets in 


‘the vicinity of Pootoo and Tong- 


king Roads and were - promptly 
arrested, All these in. custody last 
right were'of the typical student 
agitator class in the familiar semi- 
foreign. clothes, straw hat and 
horn-rimmed spectacles. Most of 
them claimed to have come from 
Chapei: and their intention was to
